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THE BLACK MAN IN AKRON

THEODORE R. WILSON 


Although it appears there were negroes living 
in Akron prior to 1830, records at this office do 
not show when the first blacks settled here. The 
records show however that August 10th, 1830 one 
Augustus W. Rowe was born in Akron. There was 
also a Mrs. Tanner Cooper living here at the 
time, and who owned a home at 70 North Broad- 
way, the site where the Bowen School was formerly 
situated. No record is shown when they arrived 
here nor from whence they came. Augustus Row 
was once employed at the Empire Hotel which 
stood where the Portage Hotel now stands, and 
he later was the first known mail carrier in Akron 
under Postmaster Strict Ebright. He lived on Gar- 
field Ave. When the civil war was started in 1861 
eight (8) negroes enlisted for service with the 
union army from Akron’s negro population of 24 
of that year. 


vames Robinson, John W. Brooks, James Mor- 
rison, Absolom H. Brooks, Moses James, Francis M. 
Haiistock and Washington Martin and Owen Hail- 
stock, all enlisted to serve with the 178,595 negroes 
engaged in the war (Civil War) between the states. 


By 1864 the population of Akron was 5000 and 
with a population of 196 negroes. It appears that 
the worship among the Methodist was integrated, 
and according to reports from Methodist leaders 
(1914) negroes were given separate place for wor- 
ship on south High street. The Second Baptist 
church was organized by a group of fourteen ne- 
groes on Windsor Street by a minister, Rev. 
Cheatham, who remained with that group as lead- 
er for one year. The late Rev. R. A. Jones was 
then elected pastor in 1893 and remained as pas- 
tor for 48 years until his death in 1941. He was 
succeeded by Rev. Stanley Lynton who remains in 
charge of Second Baptist Church since that time. 
It is a very commendable mention, how that only 
two ministers could pastor one congregation for a 
period of seventy-eight (78) years, successfully.

Beginning 1916-1917 and during World War I 
Akron was the scene of many hundreds of migrants 
from mostly southern states. Since that time 
Akron has continued to grow and increase in pop- 
ulation to 273,000 according to latest statistics, 
and with a negro population of upward of 50,000. 
The business integrity of the black man for the 
past fifty years in Akron has not been commend- 
able. The newcomers to Akron did not appear to 
be business minded, and thrifty. They were mostly 
a bad risk, and too many with a low degree of in- 
telligence. They were free to leave the south on 
receipt of notice there is how an EXODUS to Ca- 
naan land. The wrong ones came, mostly. Church 
and Charity seems to have been the biggest busi- 
ness among these newcomers. Even today church 
life seems to be the leading business among the 
black people. Following World War II, there has 
been a change for better, and many younger ne- 
groes now prepare for other areas of endeavour. 
This writer however is not unmindful of the fact 
that the best negro business and the highest de- 
gree of intelligence among negroes, and most of 
his material wealth, as well as a majority of the 
black people, remain in the south. Out of 113 
Schools of higher education for negroes (Colleges 
and Universities) all but five of them are in the 
south. Most of negro banking institutions and 
insurance companies are in the south. After all 
these years there seems to be nothing alluring in 
the north to the southern negro. In the path of 
my travels over the southland for the past 30 
years, on many occasions I have heard it said, 
“THE NORTH HAS NOTHING TO OFFER THE 
BLACK MAN”. Whenever the negro church be- 
gins to teach race patronage and pride. Just as 
soon as the church ceases to be the World’s Biggest 
BEGGING ORGANIZATION, no doubt we will be 
awakened to the sense of our duty. 

There is not now a single up-to-date Hotei or 
Motel owned and operated by negroes in Akron.

Then there is not a single popular restaurant here 
where one would like to go and entertain his spe- 
cial friends. We could support very easily some 
houses of this kind if we could understand what 
race patronage and pride means. I doubt very 
much that we will ever have such so long as the 
white man’s establishment is opened to us. We 
say BLACK IS BEAUTIFUL but fail to acknowledge 
it by precept and example. 


Negro teaching personnel in the Akron Public 
Schools is fairly new. Up to 1968 there was only 
168 negro teachers in the Public School System, 
and yet there was 13,354 black children attending 
Akron Public Schools. At that time the black 
population of Akron was near 47,000. Behold a 
population of negroes with a staff of 168 teachers. 
I must suggest there are several contributing fac- 
tors. A racial bias, a lack of interest, and a lack 
of qualification. It is a fact however that all three 
causes has been effective. Of course the new 
immigrants through the 1920’s did not possess 
much of this quality. I do not offer this as an ex- 
cuse, but merely as an explanation. The teach- 
ing personnel of the south was not really encour- 
aged to leave the south. The supply of the south- 
ern teachers was a demand as the result of segre- 
gation. 


Token integration in Akron Public School sys- 
tem has been the result of many complaints, and 
much publicity and other action. Certain negro 
instructors were sent to teach where few if any 
black students attended, such as Innes Jr. Hatton, 
Meminger, Highland Park, King, Maple Valley, 
Hotchkiss and others. It is only natural that we 
would all like to clean our slate as much as Ppos- 
sible when we have been cornered, or exposed. 
Suppose we take a look at schools like Goodyear 
Jr. High where there were 451 negro students and 
not a single black teacher in 1967. Howe School 
had 606 black students and six black teachers. 
Jennings had 327 black students and four black 
teachers, Lane had 709 black students and eight 
black teachers, Margaret Park 621 black students 
and 8 black teachers, Perkins Jr. High had 345 
black students and no black teachers. Robinson 
had over 900 black students and 10 black teachers, 
West High had 928 black students and six black 
teachers, East Sr. High had 306 black students and 
one black teacher, Findley had 435 and four black 
teachers, and so goes the story from school to 
school. However it must be said it isn’t what it 
was, and it is not what it ought to be, and is 
not what it is going to be. However, I have watched 
carefully through the past fifty-three (53) years, 
and know that we are far behind. It is for this 
cause that I say, segregation has its advantages 
and its disadvantages. I feel very sure the SEP- 
ARATE BUT EQUAL program would have worked, 
with the GOLDEN RULE WELL APPLIED. We 
need encouragement as a boost. 


Some few years ago when efforts were made to 
obtain employment for some of our qualified youth 
in Akron Banks, an executive of First National 
Bank said “THE NEGRO HAS MONEY ENOUGH 
ON DEPOSITS IN THIS BANK ALONE TO START 
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A SOUND AND FIRST CLASS BANK OF HIS 
OWN”. The only reason why we do not have a 
Bank in Akron, or a Loan Concern, is, we do not 
have confidence in one another, or do not know 
business well enough, or both. The fact is we are 
not being properly taught RACE PATRONAGE 
AND PRIDE from the pulpit, which is our best 
publicity. I do not wish to reflect upon the clergy 
with which I am associated, but I have nothing 
else to offer but truth. The negro Insurance 
Companies which should never have any fear of 
competition from other than its own concerns are 
unable to employ sufficient field representatives 
qualified to do the job they need to do. Master 
salesmanship is required to establish a faith in 
negro business such as Insurance. We cannot ac- 
cuse the southern negro of being that backward. 

I have presented to the city of Akron this Di- 
rectory. The object of this effort is to supply the 
much needed information among ourselves, and to 
promote the CHRISTIAN HOME BUILDING 
FUND. One of our greatest needs in this area, a 
commendable home for the aged and handicapped. 
The price you have paid for this booklet will help 
us do just that. 

How well do I know that I would have been 
able to have obtained advertising from other 
than my own people. We could have used the 
money too, but I am also concerned about our 
ability to do something our own selves, and with 
our own support. I have been impartial in the 
listing of negro business. I am releasing this 
second DIRECTORY knowing full well that I am 
not immune to error. I must plead for your sym- 
pathetic understanding and patience while I do 
the best I can trying to help my people reach a 
goal of understanding.
